Bids will be opened-Feb. 16 on 
the tirst Major puase of Construct- 
ing the $8,000,000 San Antomo 
canyon dam. work on the actual 
construction of the Gam is schedul- 
ed to be started early this spring, 
according to attaches at the Corps 
of U. S. army engineers in Los 
Angeles. 

Preliminary phases in relocat- 
ing utility facilities and other 
work have been ‘progressing for 
many months. Granting of the 
contract following the keb. 16 bid 
opening will mark the first major 
phase of the gigantic project. A 
“continuing” contract will be 
signed whereby the contract 
chosen next month will be allow- 
ed to progress on the work as fea. 
eral funds become available. 

Total of $1,700,000 has been ap- 
portioned for the dam construc- 
tion for the year ending June 30. 
Additional appropriations are 
from Congress from 
to time to permit eventual 
completion of the dam. K. L. 
technical liaison officer for 
the engineering corps, predicted 
recently the project would be com- 
pleted “sometime in 1955”. 

The dam will be nearly one 
mile in length, extending west to 
east across the canyon at Twen- 
ty-sixth street. It will extend 160 
feet above the canvon level. Near 
top of the dam will be a _ spill- 
way to handle any overflow water 
during huge rainfalls. Total of 
9,110 acre feet of water can be 
retained back of the dam before 
would enter the spill 
way. : 

Among specifications*in the call 
for bids will be placing -of 5,500,- 
000 cubic vards of dirt and 42,700 
cubic yvards of concrete. 

The dam will block off Moun. 
tain avenue at Twenty sixth 
A new road is now nearing 
completion to connect with the 
Mt. Baldy road from the east, 
some distance above the dam. 

Hundreds of persons will be em- 
ployed in construction of the dam 
and the project is regarded as one 
of the major government under- 
takings in the southland.

More Water? ‘Mid-Valley” Voters 
Can Get It on February 9 


The “Yes” or “No” vote is going to be very 
important February 9. 

Residents in the Cucamonga-Alta Loma dis- 
trict and many other people are going to have 
an opportunity to mark their answers to a 
question of water supply next month. A dis- 
trict describe das the “Mid-Valley Area” may 
or may not be. included in the Chino Basin 
Municipal Water district. It all depends on 
the voting. 

The whole issue is whether Colorado river 
water shall be obtained for the enlarged dis- 
trict. 

At present, Ontario and Upland and por- 
tions of Fontana and other land are included in 
the presently established Chino basin district, 
which is privileged to buy Colorado river 
water from the Metropolitan Water district. An 
enlarged area will also be entitled to use the 
Colorado river water if a majority of the peo- 
ple vote “Yes.” 

It is important, of course, as to what mem- 
bership in the district will cost. Just as im- 
portant also, is the question: “What will it 
cost if there is not sufficient water’? 

Additional water supply from the Colorado 
river is recognized as very essential to South- 
ern Californians. And this entire area is no 
exception. 

The proposed “Mid-Valley” district is 
large. The assessed valuation totals a high 
figure. Cost of entering the district is also a 
huge figure—$2,254,830. 

A good water supply is mighty fine insur- 
ance. And we are strong for insurance. 


Prosperity Period To Keep 
On For Many Months 


Even before Jan. 1 there were forecasts 
about what would happen to business in 1954, 
These forecasts have continued. 

Measured by production and sales, the year 
1953 was a boom year in anybody's book. 
Practically, every business sold its output and 
came up with a reasonable profit. Practicallly 
everyone who wanted to work had a job at 
good wages. 

And as to the future? In the crystal ball 
business there can be no unanimity of opinion. 
But the concensus is that the economic machine 
will continue to roll along in high gear—even 
though it may not race its motor quite to the 
extent it did during the last 12 months. This 
belief is based in large part on the fact that 
the public at large is earning more money and 
has larger savings. Incidentally, there is re- 
ported to be savings of $24,000,000.000 now 
on deposit in savings banks. 

Competition, however, is going to be great- 
er than ever during the current year. 

For some time after the close of World War 
No, 2, a “seller's market” existed. Manuface- 
turers, wholesalers and retailers could sell al- 
most as much as they wanted to—and the pub- 
lic bought at the top level price. 

The situation has changed. Now, it is the 
buyer’s market. Competition in selling will 
be more keen. Retailers and salesmen will 
find customers will be more choosy. 

This situation, however, should mean a 
continued wave of good business for many, 
many months to come. 


McCarthy's Job Is Essential 
To Safety of Nation 


One of the current top issues in the nation 
is “McCarthyism.” 

A Gallup poll recently was conducted on the 
subject of what people think of Senator Mc- 
Carthy and his tactics. 

If we had been asked to express our views, 
we would have said: “More power to the 
senator.” 

By this. we mean the Wisconsin senator's 
efforts should be. endorsed. While we do not 
genuinely approve of all of his tactics, we be- 
lieve he is doing something that must be done. 
If it were not Senator McCarthy, it would be 
someone else, 

The task before the head of the U. S. Senate 
subversive investigation committee is to find 
out who are not 100 per cent loyal to our na- 
tion. If everyone in position in the nation 
was 100 per cent for America, Senator Mc- 
Carthy would have nothing to do. 

If every person he investigated cooperated 
100 per cent there would be. few headlines and 
ry little discussion about Senator McCar- 
thy. 

As it is, his investigation is resulting in 
some people in high positions being placed 
under suspicion. And what is wrong with 
that? Those people deserve the adverse pub- 
lic attention if they are not absolutely loyal 
to this nation. Rather than being critical of 
Senator McCarthy, we should support his ef- 
forts and be far more critical of those people 
who hedge behind any possible excuses, legal 
or otherwise.

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“Reserves” and ‘Volunteers’ 
Deserve City’s Commendation 


The “reserves” deserve much recognition 
in this area. 

Month after month, scores of men and wo- 
men in this community keep in readiness to 
serve the public as aides to the fire, police, 
sheriff departments and as members of the 
ground observer corps. 

Regularly paid employes of the city, county 
and state are naturally expected to be on duty 
during their scheduled work hours and also 
during emergencies. When “volunteers” are 
also on the job day and night, it is a real ex- 
pression of a desire to serve their fellowmen. 

Mayor Eugene G. Nisbet’s recent letter 
was very timely in commending the city em- 
ployes and the reserves during the city’s re- 
cent wind and fire crisis. We are sure every 
resident heartily endorses the mayor's ex- 
pression. 

Special commendation. however, should 
be given the “reserves,” not only during the 
recent incidents but also for their constant 
month-after-month loyalty and efficiency. 

Upland’s very active volunteer fire de- 
partment is unusual in its record of service and 
efficiency. The police reserve organization 
is also of great value in aiding the. regular of- 
ficers, 

The community ‘also has an effective or 
ganization of sheriff's reserves. each man ea- 
ger to be of service in protecting people and 
property whenever the occasion arises. 

This is ‘Ground Observer Corps Week’ here 
—and more volunteers are sought. This is the 
kind of service any patriotic person—man or 
woman—could give. A two-hour assignment 
a week is the volunteer's schedule. Alex J. 
Gallagher, 395 Ninth avenue. is in charge of 
the district-wide airplane observer program. 
A 24-hour watch for planes is maintained. 

While the public taxes provide for the usual 
publi¢@ services, it is the volunteer organiza- 
tions that give that “extra” service and that 
very important added help to the community. 

All of us appreciate the efforts and dili- 
gent interest of the “volunteers.” 


New Farm Program Is Sound 
But Open To Political Attacks 


The long-awaited farm program of the 
Eisenhower administration combines sound 
economics with courageous politics. And it is 
likely to involve the President in one of the 
stiffest battles of his career. 

The battle isn’t really of Mr. Eisenhower's 
making; he has simply accepted the challenge 
of an impossible situation. This situation was 
primarily created by the political cowardice 
of Congress. 

In 1949 Congress saw that the rigid price 
supports which insured high wartime produc- 
tion were no longer needed. By bi-partisan 
efforts it enacted a new law calling for flex- 
ible supports on the basic commodities, plus 
modernized parity. But then Congress lost 
its courage. It suspended the flexible pro- 
visions. 

This resulted in mounting surpluses and 
contracting markets. In the last year alone 
the government has spent $2,500,000,000 to 
buy surpluses nobody else wanted at the price. 
It has enough wheat to feed the nation for 
a year and rouglily a year’s supply of cotton. 
It is to meet this situation that the President 
is asking Congress to let the 1949 law go into 
operation for 1955. He emphasizes a “gradual 
transition.” After another year price sup- 
ports would be lowered | per cent for every 
1 per cent increase in production—down to a 
“floor” fixed at 75 per cent of parity. At the 
same time for the basic crops there would be 
a shift to the new parity formula. 

The President proposes also to give the new 
program a decent start by trying to get some 
of the surpluses off its back. He would “insu- 
late” them as “reserves,” and use them also 
for disaster relief, school lunches and foreign 
aid. He seeks also to open new markets by 
freer trade arrangements. 

This is by no means all of the Eisenhower 
farm program, but this is the heart of it. In 
all, there are 16 different plans for 16 different 
commodities—a very sensible method. But 
the big farm problem centers on the basic 
crops and their surpluses. 

As the law stands this year it will require— 
under acreage quota provisions—the diversion 
of nearly 25,000,000 acres to other crops. This 
again is a result of the failure to deal earlier 
and more courageously with the surplus prob- 
lem. 

The main key to the program is the effort 
to adjyst price supports to supply. And it is 
on this issue of flexibility that the major polli- 
tical battle will be fought in Congress. 

This newspaper has favored the flexible 
plan for several years. It seems to us sound 
economics. It appears more likely than any 
other to permit American agriculture to retain 
some of the great advantages cf a free mar- 
ket. We do not see it as a panacea. But if 
prices are set before new crops are planted 
it should make for stability and freedom. 

This program will be open to all kinds of 
shortsighted political attacks. It is on the side 
of free enterprise, but it will be denounced by 
some of the hottest champions of that doctrine. 
It has taken courage for President Eisenhower 
to offer this program. But there are millions 
of farmers who also want freedom, and the 
battle may prove that courageous battling for 
it is good politics in the long run. We hope so. 
—Christian Science Monitor.
